a total population of 74,450 has been 
protected from disease by the work. 
Calhoun county has the lead in the 
total number of -surveys, -in the num­ 
ber of places organized and in the to­ 
tal population protected. 
In Calhoun 
eight urban and seven rural surveys 
have been made, in Talladega eight 
urban, hi Montgomery five urban, in 
Morgan seven urban and one rural, 
in Tuscaloosa two urban, in Sumter 
five urban and in other counties seven 
urban. >

In Caiboun six urban and four rur­ 
al communities have perfected 
or­ 
ganizations for sanitary work,
